London, Ang. 22—The cessation of 


direct communication with the allied 
commanders in Pekin is creating alarm, 
nor does Admiral Bruce's telegram stat- 
ing that the forbidden city was entered 
on the 17th do much to relieve the 
anxiety. 


In the first place, it is pointed out 


that the admiral does not profess to have 
heard his news officially 
from General 


Gaselee, but 
only gives it on 
the 


authority of reports current at 
Taku, 


and we know by this time what reports 
from Chinese towns are worth. 


Again, even if authentic, the news is 


four days old, and much may have hap- 
pened since then. The silence of the 
generals lends color to a Shanghai state 
ment that the wires to Tieo-Tsin are cut, 
nod may also explain the hurried march 
of the German and Italian re-enforce- 
ments to PekiH, 


Have a Bard Task. 


Assuming that even the sacred city 


and palace was captured, the cifficultie's 
of the allies are by no means at an end. 
Their force is, of course, more than suf- 
ficient to repel any attack which might 
be made upon them, whether by Boxers 
or by Imperial troops. 


But it must be remembered that they 


have to police the great stragling city 
of Pekin with its million inhabitants, 
and to keep open the line of communi- 
cation to the coast. Their strength is 
by PO means excessive, even if it is suf- 
ficient for the work on band. 


Besides, the allied generals, like Lord 


Roberts in South Africa, may have ad- 
vanced too fast to effectively occupy the 
country behind them. 


Could Jjose Xo Time 


The speed of their march was rendered 


necessary by the positions of the lega- 
tions, for if the relief column had taken 
three or four days longeron the journey 
it might have come too late. 


Still, if the Chinese troops, defeated 


at Pei-Tsang and Yang Tsun, should 
form up again, between the capital and 
Tien Tsin, the allies would either have 
to march back and disperse them or wait 
till that task is performed by re-enforce- 
ments from the coast, and in the mean 
while may find themselves virtually be- 
sieged in Pekin. 


London people are additionally de- 


pressed by Minister Conger's testimony 
as to the conduct of the Chinese govern- 
ment, and his opinion that the whole 
movement was got up by the imperial 
authorities, and that the Boxers were a 
mere pretence, 


-On the other hand, it is admitted that 


if the empress and the Manchu princes, 
and particularly Tuan, have been cap- 
tured, the outlook is much more hopeful 
since it will be possible to find reeponsi- 
ble Chinese authorities on whom new 
arrangements can be imposed.

DEMAND FOR ROOSEVELT ALL 


OVER THE COUNTRY. 


His Voice Has Been Strained and May 


Fail Again If It Is Overworked— 
New York's Governor Will Not Be 
Able to Make Many Speeches This 
Campaign. 


Chicago, Aug. 22—"Work me up to 


the limit, but do not put me over the 
.imit until after election day," Theodore 
Roosevelt writes in relation to his itin- 
erary for his corning western tour. 
In 


other words, he wants to be permitted 
to live until he has voted andbeen voted 
for. 


Governor Roosevelt's latter was in re- 


sponse to a notice from here of the 
trantic demand for him in the west. 
He 


has to be protected by the national cam- 
paign managers against this demand 
and against himself. Every place that 
wants him simply can't have him. To 
find the happy medium is really becom- 
ing a serious problem for the managers. 


He 'Will Go.the Limit 


Hie disposition is to go everywhere 


and speak to everybody, as he did in 
New York two years ago when elected 
governor. His voice, untrained for a 
campaign of open air speaking day after 
day, never has recovered from the strain 
he put on it then. He has hod trouble 
with his throat ever since, and still has 
it. 
As he said in his letter of yester • 


day: 


"I am not an elocutionist, but I'll go 


the limit while I last." 


Voters liasjrer to Hear Him. 


"Everybody in this country. I think, 


wants to see and hear Roosevelt," says 
Vice Chairman Payne. 
"There has 


never been such a demand for any 
speaker in the twenty years I have been 
connected with the national committee. 
State committees are trying to run his 
car over every inch of railroad in their 
states. Every town wants him, 
-Not 


for along speech,' they say,'but just for 
two or three minutes. Let him stop, so 
our people can see him and just hear him 
say a few words from the rear platform 
of his car,'

which it has been planned Roosevelt, 
should make he would be making twenty 
or thirty speeches a day.

I/ondon,. Aiug. 22.—With a view to 


closer trade relations with the United 
States, the Argentine Republic is pre- 
pared 
ito subsidize new steamship 


lines between New York and Bueno* 
Ayres. Senator Sergio Garcia Urbura, 
consul-general ol the Argentine Re- 
public in London, said to a corres- 
pondent: 


"At 'present the United States Is get- 


ting a very disproportionate share ol 
our Import trade. The adequate ocean 
freight facilities'enjoyed by Germany, 
Great Britain, Prance and Spain give 
them k monopoly o£ the business with 
the Argentine. 


"Direct 
communication 
-with' the 


United States is needed as muca tot 
passenger trade as for freight. 
At 


present the quickest way to get from 
New York to Biienos Ayres ie to cross 
the Atlantic to Southampton and sail 
thenee for South America,"

Cutting and Stacking of Oats Is About 


Complete—Pasturers Are Growing 
Splendidly—Tobacco Will 
Be A 


Very Large Crop—Buckwheat 
Is 


Making Good Progress. 


The mean temperature for the week 


was nearly the same as that of last week, 
being slightly higher over the northern 
portion of the state and slightly lower 
over the southern, ranging from 68 °, 
over the extreme northern counties to 
80 ° over the southern border. 
There 


was no sudden or decided temperature 
changes noted, the hot weather contin- 
uing throughout the week, with only 
slight temporary abatement due to local 
rains, 


The rains during the week were ' al- 


most continuous over tho southern coun- 
ties and copious over the 
northern, 


while over the central portion 
of the 


state the showers, wkile very light, were 
frequent. 
The rains of the previous 


week left the soil so abundantly supplied 
.with moisture that rains occurring dur- 
ing the past week damaged grain to a 
considerable extent in many localities 
nad made it necessary to open and dry 
many shocks and stacks, thus interfer- 
ing seriously with threshing. The fre- 
quent rains have generally placed the 
soil in good condition for fall plough- 
ing, which has been commenced in many 
sections of the state. 


The weather during the past week has 


been especially favorable for corn, which 
is maturing very rapidly and promises 
an excellent crop. 
Further advices ns 


to the probable date' of maturity con- 
firm the estimate made last week. Some 
fields of early corn have already been 
cut.x 


Stacking and mowing of oats about 


completed. 
Considerable complaint of 


moulding, especially where put in barn 
early, and ib some sections there is com- 
plaint of moulding^ due to the fact that 
straw was not matured at the same time 
as the berry, leaving the former green 
when cut; some complaint of damage 
due to excessive heat while in shock. 
This crop has suffered from 
several 


CBUBBB during the season, and the yield 
will be very unsatisfactory, 


'Second crop clover continues to make 


excellent progress, and will be one of 
the most successful crops of the season. 


Pastures are growing splendidly and 


furnish ah abundance of feed, having 
practically recovered from the effects of 
the heated period, and are now in excel- 
lent condition.. 


The tobacco crop continues to make 


excellent progress and some early fields 
have been shedded. The yield will be 
•unusually heavy and unless damaged 
by the weather before secured, will bo of 
remarkably good quality. 


The pea crop has been mnch damaged 


by tho pen-louse 'and fin some localities 
by the hail during the previous week, 
resulting in some fields being abandoned 
but on the whole the season has been 
fairly satisfactory, and the crop much 
better than last year. 


Fruit has been damaged by hail in 


Borne localities, especially in Juueau, 
Jackson, Monroe and Lincoln counties, 
and the outlook for apples, especially 
the winter, varieties, is ' very unsatisfac- 
tory, both in yield and quality, and ber- 
ries are plentiful. 


Buckwheat is making excellent pro 


grees and promises a very good crop.

dents, made the official announcement 
of his own election to the presidency. 
As vice president, he prettdecl over the 
joint convention of the two Houses (kl 
Congress, in January, 1797, opened tt'.e 
certified returns of the electoral vote 
and declared the result—"71 votes for 
John Adama and 68 for Thomas Jef- 
ferson. " He went on to say that the 
whole number 
of votes was 
139, of 


which seventy 
was a majority 
and 


therefore the person who received sev- 
enty-one votes was elected president 
and the person who had sixty-eight 
votes was elected vice president. Hav- 
ing said this much, Mr.' Adams sat 
down, as H to give opportunity to dis- 
pute the count, but remained seated 
only a moment, amid deep 
silence 


when he arisiil again aad, premising 
ttiat h_e spoke In obediencS to the con 
Btft'iition 
and 
laws of the 
United 


States, and to the will of Congress, ne 
said: 
"I declare that John Adams is 


ejected president of the United States 
for four years, to commence with the 
fourth day of J*?arch next. And may 
the Sovereign of th« Universe, the Or- 
dainer of civil government on earth, 
tor the preservation of liberty, justice 
and peace among men, enabi* both to 
discharge the duties of these offices 
conformably with the constitution of 
the United States, with, conscientious 
diligence, 
punctuality and persever- 


ance." There was manifest no disposi- 
tion to shirk the responsibility and no 
thought that it was indelicate or pre- 
sumptuous to make the official 
an- 


nouncement himself. 
It is different 


now. 
The presiding officer of -a pub- 


lic meeting of any kind is so 
con- 


strained by modesty that he refuses to 
put before the house a motion appoint- 
ing himself to any honor or station.

In one of 


these papers, the Shanghai Mercury, 
In Its issue of Juue 30, is tho following 
catalogue of the different secret so- 
cieties and robber bands which are 
now causing such great 'disturbance 
throughout tfie empire: 


"Every province of China has its own 


local banditti. In the north there are 
Boxers, in. the south there are Kolao 
Hui, Poko, 'big knife,' 'small knife,' 
'three dots,' 'triad' and Cluing King 
societies, as well as many others of 
various names, but not so -well known, 
scattered nearly all over. China aud 
abroad. 
The most powerful are the 


highwaymen of the Shaugtung prov- 
ince, who make their .attack and rob- 
bery on horseback; next come the pi- 
rates of K-waugtvmg, the local banditti 
of Kwangsl and Yunnan, the moun- 
taineer bands of Chlrn Suk, the salt 
sniugslers of Woyeoug and Texkiang, 
and the desperadoes of Win Toi. 
In- 


ferior classes of robbers and thieves 
are the 'red bearded' banditti of Tien- 
tsin, the vagrants of Shanghai, the 
scoundrels 
of 
Suchow and 
Chung 


Kiang. the 'green skins' of Nankin, 
the "cucumbers' of Hougchow and the 
pickpockets of Nlngpo. 


"They belong to different districts 


and provinces under the control o! 
their chiefs., respectively. 
Some have 


joined the societies and become thieves 
by force of circumstances, some by 
fraud and persuasion, some have been 
compelled by force, some have even 
Joined for protection against other bac 
characters, while many others join be- 
cause they are naturally born thieves. 
They live by' plunder, smuggling and 
fraud, by attacks upon unwary travel- 
ers, by burglary, by kidnaping women 
and girls to exact ransoms, by setting 
fire to and attacking any village too 
weak to resist them, or by burning the 
Christian churches ,and robbing the 
native Christians, and. lastly, when 
they have mustered sufficient numbers 


•- and are provided with sufficient arms 


and ammunition, they will'make .a re 
belliou ,and give some work to the 
officials to do. 


"His Excellency U Hung Chang has 


Invented a new machine, fori dealing 
with this class of ruffian. It is a wood- 
en cage 5% feet high with a hole In the 
top of it; the criminal is put into It, 
his hands being tied behind and his 
head protruding from the top hole, 
and he is then hung by the neck and by 
degrees strangled to death. 
On the 


10 tilt, six criminals were executed In 
this -manner near tlie Hongkong and 
Canton steamer wharf—one for kidnap- 
ing the concubine of a doctor and the 
other five for robbery." 


Frequent mention of the-inflamma- 


tory placards posted by the Boxers is 
made in the Chinese papers. 
A corre- 


spondent of the Hongkong Daily -Press 
•writes to his paper, late in June, as fol- 
lows: 


"A numbm- of inflammatory placards 


Lave- been posted up in the western 
suburbs of Canton, of which tho fol- 
lowing is a specimen: '-Kill all the Ger- 
mans, the French, the Americans and 
the English. Drive all foreigners away, 
and our hearts will rest at "peace. Act 
with -all your minds and strength, and 
the great event will be accomplished. 
It will take but a few days for us to 
raise our troops. "When tho red flag is 
waving aloft, the world will enjoy uni- 
versal peace.' 


"Here is another: 'The four coun- 


tries, Japan,' America, Germany and 
England, have swallowed up the terri- 
tory of the Ta-chiug and subverted all 
our plans. Our hearts are not satisfied 
but when the red Hag is floating and 
when we have raised our well dis- 
ciplined troops and driven away the 
foreign devils, the world shall enjoy 
universal peace.' 


"In-consequence of such threats dur- 


ing the last few days mandarin guard- 
boats have, been moored alongside 
Shameen, ostensibly for its protection."
